The Magiſtrates, who were Presbyterians, looking on, and 
rather Countenancing than Suppreliing the Rablle ; Which were gatherd 
together, by the ſecret Inſtigation (as we have good geaſon to belizve ) 
* Magiſtrates, and the Presbyterian Miniſters, from ſeveral ol the 
neighbouring Pariſhes in the Country, for this Godly Work! For tho tn 
City is the Net and chief Rendezvous of the Presbyterians in all Scotland, het 
the Epiſcopal Party, even here, are the molt conſiderable, both for Quz/;/ 
and Efstes, and in Number ſufficient to defend themſelves, with the allow. 
ance of Authority, againſt the Inſults of the. Adob of this Place; therefore 
they call'd to their Alliftance the Preshyterian Rabble of the Country atijoy ning, 
Upon notice of this Uyroar, the Privy-Council ſent a Letter to our Aa- 
giftrates, ordering them to repair the Damages ſuſtain d by Sir John Bel, 
and to take care to prevent the like Tumults for the future.
